THe Paris NuRSING CONFERENCE. 

A Goon idea of the proceedings at the Conference 
in Paris can be gathered from the full account we 
publish in this issue. On each of the days too 
much was attempted, and little time was left 
for discussion, which might have been very -valu- 
able, so that there is really no practical outcome 
of any kind. The reports of the progress of organi- 
sation in each country were very interesting, but 
no attempt was made to deal with technical 
matters. In the section on the nursing Press, 
which, to be really useful, should have been thor- 
oughly representative, only one British nursing 
paper was described, while others of wider cir- 
culation were abused or ignored. The British 
section could not be called representative, either 
of hospitals or nursing institutions, as very few 
matrons were present No mention was made 
of the Nursinc Times, or of the Australasian 
Nurses’ Journal, Maanblad (Holland), The 
Trained Nurse (U.S.A.), or the Nurses’ Journal, 
the organ of a nurses’ society. 

We were astonished to note that representa- 
tives of the Press met with many difficulties 
and little courtesy, and it has come wt 
our knowledge that the matron of the only 
English hospital in Paris received no _ invi- 
tation, and even no _ intimation of the 
Conference. We are sure that till nursing 
societies join hands all round in a spirit of good- 
fellowship, little progress can be made. 

The next Conference, we hear, may be held 
two years hence, in Sweden

Miss Cooke had prepared a long paper on the 
Nurses’ Journal of the Pacific Coast, which is 
circulated in California, but she was frequently 
asked by the chair to condense This paper was 
started in pamphlet form, and even though its 
home suffered from the earthquake, it was in a 
flourishing condition. 

Miss Crosby, who also had to condense, spoke 
for the Canadian Nurse In 1904 the graduated 
nurses of Toronto asked for a journal that would 
keep them all in touch with one another. In order 
to get this, they decided to stand together, and the 
first number was brought out in March, 1905, as a 
quarterly. The editor was not a nurse, but a 
doctor, Dr. Helen MacMurchy, who knew their 
world thoroughly. It was difficult to find a nurse 
editor, for none of them had sufficient time for 
these duties, but the committee was formed of 
nurses and collaborators. The magazine has been 
so successful that it is now a monthly, and had 
on its editorial board representatives of all nursing 
associations in the Dominion. The committee of 
nurses stood in an assured position. The nurses 
themselves are all trained nurses, and every 
province has at least one representative. The 
journal had never borrowed, and was free 
from debt. 

Fraulein Karll spoke for Unterm Lazaruskreuz, 
a German nursing paper. After the formation of 
a nurses’ association in Germany, and the need for 
a paper of their own was felt, it was realised that 
the majority of nurses, male and female, were too 
uneducated to buy it. Nursing in Germany did 
not offer a good field for public work, as it was 
too closely connected with the church. However, 
the association started in January, 1906, with a 
small pamphlet. She had no cares about sub- 
scribers, as the taking of the journal was obligatory 
on all members, of whom there were now 1,000 

Mme. Gillot, founder of the Bulletin Profes- 
sionnel des Infirmiéres et des Gardes-Malades, 
said, in 1891, the examinations instituted at the 
Salpétriére showed the great need of education 
among nurses, and her aim had been to create 
an organ that would give them some style in ex- 
pressing themselves and wider information regard- 
ing their studies and their profession. The 
Bulletin appeared in 1893. To instruct the nurses 
was her first consideration, and in this she had 
been much encouraged by the help of the pro- 
fessors In 1894 they began to give short articles 
on nursing in America and in England. It was the 
first nursing journal in France, but within the last 
five or six years others had been started

SOME HINTS FOR 
BRINE BATHS OF DROITWICH
